People very often do things that 
they are forced to do when they nev- 
er would do them if they are left to 
deliberately walk up and do them. This 
has been true in thousands of eases. 
I never ‘would have been sending out 
these weckly love messages if I had 
been left to myself. I would not 
have been editor and publisher of the 
Evangel and Sunday School literature 
if I had been left to deliberately walk 
up and take the work in my own 
hands. I never would have been Gen 
eral Overseer of the Great Church of 
God and presided at the great an- 
nual meetings ‘where thousands at- 
tend every year had I not been put 
into it aside from my own deliberate 
choice. Moses never would have been 
the great leader and deliverer he was 
had he been left to himself. Even 
when Goc told him to go he tried *o 
beg off, but no, sir, God would not let 
him off. 

I wonder if any of you think per 
haps God ‘will let you off. Or will 
you submit to being a fertile acre and 
let God add enough extra power to 
you so you will produce a greater 





that year. About the barn was a tot 
of good fertilizer. During the winter 
months we literally covered about two 
acres of that field with barnyard 
fertilizer. The field was plowed in 
the spring, planted in corn and tend- 
ed during the summer. In the fall 
At gathering time the two acres 
yielded a little more than a hundred 
bushels of corn to the acre while the 
balance made about forty. The en- 
fire field was plowed and cultivated 
just in the same way. and the soil 
natural was about the same. But the 
two acres were forced into a_ better 
yield by the use of the fertilizer. ° 

This illustrates my life and yours. 
If you are allowed to drift along ia 
the common natural order you will 
only yield a small crop for Him who 
purchased you, but if you are forced 
by whatever means it will take, you 
will yield a much larger crop. And 
I am safe in saying that very few 
people are yielding fruit for the 
Lord to their fullest capacity. I want 
some of you before me tonight to get 
stirred up and forced into greater 
service. 


Years ago in a town in illinois a 
certain public speaker was to deliver 
an oration at a certain hour. He was 
a fine speaker and fully able to han- 
dle his subject. A large audience had 
gathered to hear the display of ora- 
tory.
